ANOTHER SEASON OF POETRY READINGS BEGINS AT S.G.W.U. - 
MARGARET ATWOOD & ALDEN NOWLAN OCT. 13 


For the second year, a series of poetry readings will be presented at 
Sir George Williams University. 


The series, supported by both the University and the Canada Council, 
opened in the Fall of 1966 and gained increasingly large audiences. Again 
this season, every second or third Friday night a number of Canadian and 
American poets will be brought to Montreal to read their works. 


The programme opens this Friday, October 13 with readings by two Canadian 
poets - Margaret Atwood and Alden Nowlan. They will appear in Gallery I 
of $.G.W.U.'s Hall Building, Maisonneuve Boulevard and Bishop Street, at 
9°00 p.m. Contribution is 50 cents. The informal, intimate atmosphere 
of the Gallery will lend itself to the readings; paintings and drawings 
of Bruno Bobak will be on exhibit. 


Margaret Atwood's The Circle Game gained her the 1966 Governor General's 
Literary Award for poetry in English. The title poem describes a world 
of watching, waiting solitary - the terrible circle game: "We might 
mistake this - tranced movement for joy - but there is no joy in it." 
She is working on her Ph.D. thesis in English at Harvard and currently 
lectures in Victorian and American literature at Sir George. 


Alden Nowlan has published The Rose and the Puritan (1958), Wind in a 
Rocky Country (1960), Under the Ice (1961), and The Things Which Are 
(1962). He also appears in Five New Brunswick Poets (1962).
